COUNT YOUR BLESSINGS 

The Associated Press reports 
that capitalists who like to hunt 
are welcome in Rumania, but 
their expedition could be expen¬ 
sive. They can be charged” §4800 
(not a typographical error) or 
more for each big stag they shoot, 
and bears start at $1000 and can 
go above $1800. . .you had best 
be a good shot. A stag or bear 
costs $100, payable in Western 
currency, every time the hunter 
shoots and misses. Should he 
wound a bear and not find him 
afterwards, the tab is $300. 

The deer season for bucks only 
opens in Mass. Dec. 2 ami runs 
through Saturday, Dec. 7, inclu¬ 
sive. 

A person shrill not kill more 
than one deer, nor shall a person 
kill or possess an anterless deer 
(deer with less than three inches 
of .antler) unless he possesses on 
his person a permit to do so. 

After killing a deer a person 
must report the kill -at a designat¬ 
ed station within 24 hours. The 
deer must be shown while being 
transported and a hunter can¬ 
not continue to hunt for deer aft¬ 
er making a kill. Make sure you 
affix the deer tag from your li¬ 
cense immediately to the animal. 
It is a court scene for you if you 
do not. 

The Maine mid-season deer- 
kill report for 1968 shows an in¬ 
crease of 3,042 over the compara¬ 
ble figure for 1967, with one day 
less hunting available an the 
southern zone. The total kill so 
far is 18.881. Maine deer hunting 
is back in the groove again.

-Breaking down the figures pre¬ 
sented by the Vermont Fish and 
Game Dept., shows the success j 
ratio of both non-resident and 
resident to be extremely high.

a used car. This does not mean, 
that every problem which occurs 
will be taken care of by the 
dealer. What it does mean is that 
the dealer will do the things he 
promises to do in the warranty. 
For example, a “50-50, thirty- 
day warranty of power train” 
means the dealer will cover one- 
half the cost of repairing those 
parts of the car which are in the 
power train (engine, transmis¬ 
sion, rear end), if a problem 
arises within 30 days of purchase 
of the car and if you notify him 
promptly. It does not mean that 
he has to fix a broken spring, a 
squeaky door, or replace a mir¬ 
ror. 

Many people believe that the 
law requires all used cars to be 
fit to pass the Registry inspec¬ 
tion. This is not so. Several hills 
have been filed in the General 
Court for this purpose, but all 
have so far failed to pass. 

When you buy a car, as with 
other purchases, compare, com¬ 
pare, compare! If the salesman 
makes claims about the car, get 
them in writing. If he refuses, 
don’t worry about losing the 
“buy of a lifetime.” The auto in¬ 
dustry is very competitive and 
another dealer who is willing to 
put his promises in writing will 
probably give you a better “buy.” 

Remember that you as a con¬ 
sumer have a great deal of con¬ 
trol over sales practices. The edu¬ 
cated consumer who uses his buy¬ 
ing power wisely can force 
changes in sales practices and is 
one of the strongest forces in the 
market place. For consumer

cular product, we are always 
happy to pass along good advice 
from any source. 

Great care should be exercised 
in buying a second hand car. 
Even with the stringent consum¬ 
er laws which Massachusetts has, 
knowing the problems you may 
encounter is the best protection 
against an unhappy purchase. 

For example, people have writ¬ 
ten to us stating, “I bought a 
used car from the XYZ Company. 
When I took it to my gas station 
it failed to pass the safety tests 
and they put a rejection sticker 
on it. I’ve 'been cheated!” 

Investigation of such com¬ 
plaints usually reveals that the 
car was sold “as is” and that the 
buyer did not understand what 
was meant by the term. When 
you buy a car “as is,” whatever 
problems or difficulties arise 
after the purchase are your re¬ 
sponsibility and yours alone. 

Just suppose that the salesman 
did, in fact, tell you that the car 
was in great shape and that it 
should last you 10 years. Unless 
he put it in writing, it.’s your 
word against his. 

Fortunately many used cars 
still have mileage left on their 
original warranty; or a dealer 
will offer a partial warranty on

FIRST THANKSGIVING AT PLIMOTH PLANTATION 


THE FIRST THANKSGIVING celebrated at Plymouth in 1621 was a 
harvest festival, a gathering of family, triends and neighbors, and a time of games 
and feasting. * 


Almost half of the original 102 Pilgrims had survived the first winter. They 
had labored long and hard to build a village and plant crops. When their harvest 
was gathered, they celebrated. 


In writing to a friend in England describing the First Thanksgiving, one of 
the Pilgrims said: “Our harvest being gotten in, our Governor William Bradford 
sent four men on fowling; so that we might after a more special manner, rejoice 
together, after we had gathered the fruit of our labours. They four, on one day, 
killed as much fowl as, with a little help besides served the company almost a week." 


“And among die rest, their (the Indians) greatest king, Massasoit, with some 
ninety men, whom for three days, zve entertained and feasted, and they went out 
and killed five deer; which they brought to the Plantation and bestowed on our 
Governor, and upon the Captain (Myles Standish) and others ." 


In describing this Thanksgiving, which set the pattern for the traditional 
American celebration, other writers tell of foot racing, wrestling, exercising arms 
(infantry drill) and pitching the bar. 


These scenes were acted out by citizens of Plymouth, Massachusetts, many of 
whom are descendants of those who celebrated the First Thanksgiving. Appropri¬ 
ately enough, the setting was at Plimoth Plantation, an outdoor museum where the 
first Pilgrim settlement is being re-created.

A. Yes, a person whose eye¬ 
sight is no better than 20/200 
even with glasses may now bene¬ 
fit from special provisions for 
the blind. If a person whose vi¬ 
sion is no better than 20/200 has 
worked long enough under social 
security, he is eligible for a dis¬ 
ability “freeze” even if he is 
working.
